Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed on September 8, 2006 has been 
received and the references listed thereon have been considered. 

Oath/Declaration 

3. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02.

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In Figure 5, numeral 18 should be added to represent the spring; for disk 44, 
numerals 12,16 and 46 should be added; for disk 45, numeral 1 2 and its lead line are 
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inaccurate and confusing and should be removed, and numerals 13 and 17 should be 
added. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Abstract 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

In paragraph 0029, each of lines 1 and 3, "13, 14" is inaccurate and should read 

-14, 15-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 

8. Claims 5, 6 and 9-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 5, line 2, claim 6, line 8, claim 9, lines 1-2 and claim 10, lines 5, the 

recitation "in the same number" is not sufficiently clear as to what is being set forth. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 3, lines 2-3, the recitation "is smaller than the diameter of the tube ..." 
renders the claim vague and indefinite since the invention is being positively defined in 
terms of the workpiece which is not part of the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 1 . Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Bonito et al., pn 2,968,096. 

Bonito discloses a pliers with every structural limitation of the claimed invention 
including a wheel (e.g., 6). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claims 2, 4, 7, 8 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bonito et al., pn 2,968,096. 

Regarding claim 2, Bonito discloses a pliers with almost every structural limitation 
of the claimed invention but lacks a blade as claimed. However, the Examiner takes 
Official notice that such blades are old and well known in the art and provide various 
well known benefits including making available a fresh cutting edge after one adjacent 
thereto becomes worn or damaged. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to provide such a blade on the pliers of Bonito to gain the 
well known benefits including that described above. 

Regarding claims 4 and 8, Bonito lacks the specific disk configuration and 
orientation. However, to construct the plurality of integral rings such that they are 
separate disks would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to gain 
well known benefits including facilitating replacing the rings or changing out the rings for 
different sizes. Further, to orient the shaft, and thus both shafts, of the pliers such that 
they are parallel to the pivot axis would have been the mere discovery of the optimum or 
workable ranges of shaft orientations within the general conditions of the prior art by 
routine experimentation and therefore obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. 

Regarding claims 7 and 13, it is contemplated that the shaft of Bonito is not 
perfectly rigid and thus the limitations of these claims would be met thereby. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claims 5, 6 and 9-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion
